3. Subjoot called up the usdcrslgoed on 3 liaroii,sta4^^'tnat 
he had obtained his telephone number from DrpKAl^HS and that he 
would like to meet the undersigned and talk with him about the 
V’Hueaian emigration" in the United States* The undersigned told 
Subjeot right away that he had no real contaota among the oril^re 
groupe in the States , knew oomparatirely little about theta, and hetioe 
could provide Subject with little ireful Infosmation* Never theleap. 
Subject showed such a pronoonc <> desire to speak with the under*- 
signed that the undersigned agreed to meet Subject in the evening 
of 5 March* The conversation wa£s conducted in Hussian* 

Following Subject's call, the undersigned called up Dr* 
KSJJCQ73 and asked him whether Subject was a etiidfnt and If so what 
his interoBts could be. Dr*fi:. ccnfirmed that Subject had asked him 
for the undersigned's telephone nuioiber and provided the followi^ 
adj^i^ional information : Subject is of ^ssisn or igin and moh 
<tf i taesii^ emig res ,who came to Sweden emuna 192^ > After an a^e^t 
on trie ltt4 orii soviet dipISnat in Sv^en'^ltr^thEt period, Subjects 
parents chan^d their original name to the name of IKDSK* Dr«£» 
could not rec^iieot^ tne oHglhal name of the family but stated that 
It was ^purely Russian name* Subject himself has been Icnom to 
Dr*K» approxiJBately for three years is et member of the Swedish 
Soaial-i^emooratio party -ind Dr*i:. met him apparently through his 
party oonsectlona* Subject shoved then a strong interest in Russian 
emigre matters sod Dr.K* advised him to get in touch with the Russian 
Soolal-i^emooratic group around the **3otsialIstioheskly Vestnik’^.the 
publlcatiOQ of the Kusaian SDs published la York* Appc^^tXy, 
Subject *.vrote to them asking for names of some other HusMah sbclalisi 
in Sweden and was again given Dr *K^S name* Since that ti^ he has 
haa. been maintaining a casual contact with Dr.K. and the Slavic Insti- 
tute. According to Dr.K. ,he has a strong interest in Russian affslrs, 
reads much about tlieci,b'’t is not actively engaged in any research or 
studies. lir.K.nentione'* that he is an employee or a seoretapy of 
the " Administration or the i roreseional/ 'Trade/ iichools’* la Stock- 
holm, has a fairly good p sition,aad has a good charaoter and repu- 
tation* Dr. K. did not think that Jubjeot was interested in any Jobs, 
grants or support and probably Just wanted to talk with the under- 
signed, since he does net have ranny friends among tho few HussieUx 
emigres in 3weden,who -ire mostly of an older age and more conservatlvij 
in their political views.

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5* dubject was taet Ir. tne of .*? MarcU ?tnd invited 

to a oafa^v^hero toe conversation lasted for slightly rnoro fchnn tv/o 
boors. A v.^rlety of c'^enersl topic’s wns di.^oueeod and the follov/ing 
Info was elicited froa iiabject v; ho, however, displayed a cojiowhat 
surpriaiag mixture of self-console uaaeao, reserve and outright eya- 
a ion, considering his own insistence to meet the undersigned: 

a/ Subject \tbs born in Swede6 *and is about 3d years old. 

He has never been nor does he intend tb go to the USSR /he hljoaelf 
did not aention anything about his family background which might 
be the actual reason for his reluctance to vlalt the USSR/. He 
oohatders hiioaelf a Swede, but does not, identify himself completely 
with the Swedish way of life, iiis parents are still alive. They 
and hia grand-£e^her taught him r^.u3siaxt.i.ie mentioned also that 
his grand-father was a "keciet "/member of the Const itutional-Uemoorats 
prior to the Huaaian revolution/ and that he Jmew the undersignede 
father's boekground./ This he must have learned either from Dr.K* * 
or from his parents/. 

b/ Subject did not mention specif ioally hie iob,eayi£Lg 
merely that he was an employee of the Stookholm municipality. But 
he stated that he liked his job and did not p)an for any special 
’Turtther atudiee* It seems that he has hh Inooi^lete lew education • 

He esplainad that hie interests in Soviet and RuOslan affairs M 
that of an ^aiaafeur". He displayedfthowever, a verf solid Icnowied^ 
of all Russian emigre organizations, including NTS,2X)P2 etc. He 
seemed to be very in terested in finding out what organized activi- 
ties there are among the Russian emigres in the Uiilted Slates;'^ 

/The u nd e rsign e d to ld him t h at-tisraia not thlhic of m^elf a« s 
Russian emigre any longer, had praot ioally no interest connect ions 

with Ruesian emigres, and in gen-^ral pretexuled a considerable ignorano| 
since It was not quite clear vrhat Subject was actually after/. 

0 / Subject stated that he was a socialist but often dis- 
agreed with the Swedish Soclal-^entoorete, especially in their attitude 
towards the Soviets. ^ objecnec especially that many Swedish Social-j 
Demoorsta often consider the USSR and the USA af two more or less 
equal forces, without making a real distinction between their poli- 
tical ideologies and tactics, stated that he was often eeadlng 
the "Problama of Communiam" end asked specifically If the undersigned 
ever wrote for this publication. 

d/ Subject displayed some criticism towards the more con- 
servative Kusslan emigre circles, expressed the opinion that he did 
not believe that any revolutionary actions from outside oould^haanf^f? j 
the Soviet regime, quo tin*: specifically the HTS ballooning actions* 

He seemed to be extremely wekl-informed on all such activities, 
surprisingly well, as a matter of fact, considering that his only 
acknowledged sources arc the jxunsian p »blloetionB- The Conversation 
did not permit to establish Subject's precise degree of anti^Co»mauni j 
attitudes and feelings. 

e/ Subject implied that he has had a goodly share of per- 
sonal troubles in the last yeers and later yielded the information 
that he had been raerriedjhiid tv'O children, and t:at his wife had 
left him several ye^rs ago. is apparently very troubled by this 
and seems to suffer conaidernbly . also hinted at being In a 
fairly precarious econo. dc no.^itlon because of his family matters.

How0ver,he drires an own car, a Volkswagen, lie mentioned that 
he oould not invite the undersigned to his apartment because 
he had only a small and uncomfortable room, 

6, Subject did not display too much curiosity for the 
undersigned's background. seemed to know already some of it. 
The undersigned, somewhat baffled by Subject's lack of clear 
purpose for the meeting, gave hlii sufficient fasts, saying that 
he wae en Americaji/esearoher,had complete his study which 
was aisd]^ at an analysis of the soolologloal and soolal ro~ 
se^ttlement methods of refugees in Sweden, and was now studying 
Swedish aontettio instltutlone, Swedish literature, culture ete. 

The xmderslgned's interest in Soviet affairs was 
Sub|eot was told that the undersigned was priaarliy]|[rn^SovIet 
theatre ai^ stage and considerably less iXL politioal (questions, 
but the undersigned left no doubts that he woe opposed to the 
Soviet regime and of course more or less aware of what wae * 
going on In the VSSH,as auiy educated person of Iluasian back- 
ground would be. 

7* Bven after this first and rather lengthy aaocunter 

the undersigned has not obtained a clear picture why Subject 
jms so interested in meeting the undersigned. Had It been the 
usual encounter between two people of the same national back- 
ground, casual, pur poseless, and avrely based on natural curiosity, 
the matter would be very simple. But Subjeot's behavior was 
neither relaxed nor casual, nud the undersigned's could not help 
feeling that during the conversation Subject displayed a fair 
iDOfe than normal caution, iie did not seem at ease .Perhaps thb 
has some psyoholdgical troubles arising from his unhappy family 
experiences, but he seems to be balanced enough in his external 
behavior. Since he did not want anything in the line of jobs, 
fiknoial support, recomcendatlon or speoifio information on 
Btxidiea in the <jnited States, his meeting the 

undersigned did not quite jibe with then^uest for informa- 
tion on iiusslan emigre organ! xations. wihout being able to 
say w)iy, the undersigned had the feeling that Subject had some 
more speoifio purpose in mind but that he never developed It 
during the conversation. 

a. In view of Subject's rather vague attltudeithe under- 
signed did not make any effort to encourage him to meet again. 

Ee was told that ne would be welcome to call again, but the under- 
signed did not invite ^iffl or speflfy when he should call.
